1,   The  General  Staff  of  the  COUNTRY [STRANA] I iii]  has  no  doubt  of 
the  3UCCBHS  of  the  invasion  of  Europe »   Last  wee)t  CARTHAGE  [KAHFA- 
GEPtJ  [iv]  assured  EISENHOWER  that  there  ware  sufficient  trainad  re- 
serves in  the  COUNTRY  to  enaute  the  reinforcemant  of  the  units 
takina  part  in  the  invaaion.   The  ISLANDERS roSTROVlTYaNE] IvJ  have 
stopped  objecting  to  the  invasion.   LON'^sLviJ  deputy  (henceforth 
"KAPRAL" [vii] )  told  IMPERIALIST  that  KAHANlviii]  had  agreed  with 
the  invasion  plan  proposed  by  the  TOWNSMEH [GOROZhANEl [ix] *   In 
ItAPRAL's  words  KABAN  told  him:   -For  a  long  tirae  I  could  not  agree 
to  an  operation  of  this  kind.

is  sure  that  a  break  will  enaue  very  soon.   Concerning  Rumania ^ 
Bulgaria  and  Hungary  the  BAWK[mJ  supposes  that  thay  will  break  with 
Germany  only  after  the  deyalopment  of  decisive  operations  on  the 
Western  and  Eastern  Fronts. 

Only  in  passing  did  IMPERIALIST  touch  upon  European  quea- 
tions,  flaying  that  it  was  desirable  to  have  a  solution  of  the 
Soviet-Poliflh  problan  before  the  invasion:   "In  return  for  a  change 
in  the  Polish  Cabinet,  MOSCOW  ought  to  renounce  L'VOV. 

I,  fxi]  continues  to  consider  the  question  of  the  partici- 
pation of  the  USSR  in  the  war  against  Japan  a  stumbling  block  in 
Soviet -American  relations.  The  master  of  the  l>AChA[xill  told  him 
that  discussion  of  this  question  by  the  presa  was  contrary  to  the 
interests  of  the  COUNTRY.   I.  agrees  with  him  but  does  not  con- 
ceal that  our  future  intentions  in  this  matter  are  considered  in 
responsible  circles  in  the  COUNTRY  to  be  a  deciding  factor  in  tne 
policy  of  the  COUNTRY,
